Autumn came, and I thought I 
had lost Mr. Mocking-Bird. But 
no — one day someone came rap- 
ping at the Kitchen window, and 
there he was, beating haphazardly 
first at the window and then at a 
berry-bearing bush. He was ob- 
viously attracting attention, and 
rfmt-stared anyone who went to the 
T,vindow. 
As the Winter wore on, and this 


performance kept up, I made some 
inquiries about the personal life of 
Mocking-Birds. Basil Edwards told 
me about one who hung around the 
house all Winter, hugging the fire- 
place chimney because it 
was 
warm. "Watching to see which 
side of the chimney the Mocking- 
Bird favored," said Basil, "I could 
always tell what direction the wind 
was blowing from." 
I missed Mr. Mocking-Bird the 
*jast few weeks.

Tokyo, March 28 —(/P)—Australia 
insisted today on refusing entry 
to a Filipino war hero, 
despite 


General MacArthur's intercession. 
But it offered to pay his family's 
way to America instead. 


The Filipino is Lorenzo Gomboa, 


la corporal in the U. S. Army, who 
served MacArthur throughout the 
war, and thereby gained American 
citizenship. 


Last week the occupation com- 
mander came to Gomboa's aid in 
his effort to rejoin his Australian 
wife and 
two 
children 
in Mel- 
bourne. 


The Australian government de- 


clined today to make an exception 
in its "white 
Australia" 
policy, 


considering Gamboa in Asiatic re- 
gardless of his citizenship.
